N. Security Council will 
meet Wednesday afternoon to take 
up the Suez Canal dispute at the 
request of Britain and France. 


- A* full airing of the bitter wran- 
gle withrEgypt is expected to de- 
velop aftej- the arrival of British 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
"and other high officials by the end 
of the week. Diplomatic quarters

Christian Pineau and Secretary of 
State Dulles were expected to take 
part in the council discussion. 


•^Britain and France put their 


surprise demand before the 11-na- 


i tion council in a letter to its pres- 
ident, Emilio Nunes-Portuondo of 


i Cuba. They did not say what rV-- 
tion they would seek. 


A British spokesman in London 


indicated the two nations would 
ask; the 103-mile waterway be put 
under international control. Egyp- 
tian President Nasser already has 
rejected that proposal, and West- 
ern diplomats-feared Russia would 
veto any council action opposed 
by-Egypt. 


Dulles ..indicated the ' United 


States would seek" to delay the 
major debate. The American sec- 
retary in a television appearance 
endorsed the British-French , ap- 
peal ^ to the U. N. but said he 
thought "substantive .discussion" 
before the council should wait un- 
til formation of the Suez Canal 
Users' Assn. agreed on at the 18- 
nation London conference - last 
week.

Ambulance Service for Boro 
Is Discussed by Speaker at 
Rotary Club Weekly Meeting 


With the Warren ambulance service situation becoming more 


acute, Joseph A. Williamson was present at Rotary Club meeting 
today to discuss steps taken to date to provide a continuation of am- 
bulance operation which funeral directors have stated they intend 
to halt at midnight, September 30. 


Hospital administrator Williamson mentioned that Borough 


Council had approached "some persons" who might be Interested in 
carrying out the operation as a private enterprise. 
It was brought 


out though that.Borough Council is limited in the amount of funds 
which could be spent to underwrite what Williamson called a "deficit 
operation." By a vote of 14 against, 12 for, and several undecided,

service. 


Upon 
questioning, 
Williamson 


stated that probably, under ideal 
conditions such as one authority 
and central dispatching point, the 
ambulance service could be a 
"marginal operation", financially 
speaking. 


But as far as the hospital under- 


writing the project, Williamson 
pointed out that it would require 
the hiring of six additional full 
time employees, a financial strain 
that could hardly be borne fairly 
by increasing hospital costs all 
through the present financial set- 
up. 


Williamson noted that one par- 


ticularly 
successful 
ambulance 


service was maintained in Wells- 
boro where volunteer rescue units 
operate. Citizens underwrite costs 
by paying-from $2.50 to $3 for a 
yearly membership entitling them 
to aU ambulance service free. Non- 
members are charged the regular 
fee of $10 to $12. 


At Morristown, N. J., another 


successful operation is maintained 
with part volunteer and part paid 
help which Williamson noted was 
one of the best methods. He point- 
ed out that Cleveland Fire Depart; 
ments handled' that • service 
but 


that in Chicago, fire, police and 
"passersby" cope with a prime ex- 
ample of inefficient operation. 


With no national pattern 
set, 


Williamson 
said 
j Warren was 


"groping in the dark" because the 
person had not yet 
been 
found 


"who would take the ball and run 
with it." 


Borough Manager George Ger- 


acimos stated this morning 
that 


no special meeting of Council was 
"planned, as yet, to be called." 
The Council's ambulance commit- 
tee at the last meeting asked for 
more time to study the problem 
after a petition asking that they 
study the matter was handed them 
by a citizens' committee shortly 
before the meeting. Next regular 
meeting is Oct. 8. 


It was noted that the problem 


was primarily K one of the borough, 
however, since 80 percent of the 
calls last year originated within 
the limits. 


Williamson pointed out that an 


effective ambulance service would 
be equipped with three-way radio 
between vehicle, police and hospi- 
tal; would require two full time 
men; central dispatching agency; 
approved first aid for hemorrhage, 
shock, etc.; advanced first'aid cer- 
tificates for employees; and an 
equitable balance between the use 
of speed and safety. (Speed, said 
Williamson, is not a primary fac- 
tor in 98 percent of the cases. In 
New York City, Ambulance acci- 
dents were reduced 60 percent the 
first year sirens were removed, 
and only a revolving red light was 
used.) 


Of more than 2,000 hospitals in 


the country, only a dwindling 200 
odd still maintain their own am- 
bulance service. Some 70 percent 
is still with the funeral directors, 
who last year in Warren lost an 
estimated $10,000 on it.

Thirty-one 
persons 
lost 


their lives in Pennsylvania ac- 
cidents over the weekend. 


It was the fifth time this 


year that 30 or more persons 
died in a weekend period and 
the sixth time that 20 or more 
persons had died on the state's 
highways. 


The greatest single toll oc- 


curred early Sunday in North 
Philadelphia when five young- 
sters, all Negroes, suffocated 
as fire swept their third floor 
apartment. 


Multi-fatal highway acci- 


dents occurred Friday night in 
Pittsburgh—four 
lives lost; 


Friday night near Watcrford 
—three Jives lost and Sunday 
morning near Franklin—two 
lives. 


The highest single death toll 


of the year wag the weekend 
of March Si-April 1 when 22 
persons were killed in a plane 
crash at Pittsburgh and a to- 
tal of 36 died.

tion on the basis of a state ruling 
i.hnt a part of their long strike last 
spring1 was a ''lockout." 


A list of seven decisions was 


road off as the state's highest 
court convened the session tins 
morning. None of the three ma- 
jor cases was included. 


Thoro was no indication from 


the court on the status of any of 
the three cases. 
The decisions 


could be handed down later today 
or on other days of the session 
which is expected to continue 
through this week and into next 
week.

Johnson, 20, a parolee from White- 
hill Industrial School, and Law- 
rence Courteau, 28, were arrested 
Friday as they emerged from the 
woods after their latest climb-and- 
snip foray. 


Both pleaded guilty to larceny 


charges Saturday before Peace 
Justice Manon Loucks of Mead 
Township. They were returned to 
Warren County Jail in lieu of $500 
cash bail to await the next, term of 
court. 


Their 
apprehension, by State 


Trooper George Stolitza of the 
Warren substation and PRR detec- 
tive Sgt. Charles Schoenfeld, ended 


a mystery which has caused rail- 
road officials much grief sine* 
September 10th.

that in any given election year it deprives millions of 
Americans of their voting privileges. 


The American Heritage Foundation, which does 


yeoman sendee in trying to get out the American 
vote, says some six million citizens will be barred 
from voting this year because they can't meet varying 
state residence requirements. 


A handful of states demand two years of residence 


within their borders and another year in a particular 
county before a citizen can register. 


" These and any roughly similar requirements ap- 


pear quite at odds with the characteristic mobility of 
the American people. They inflict stiff political penal- 
ty for doing the very thing which so often benefits 
people economically—moving about the country. 


A 60-day requirement like Iowa's would be more in

Rowdy Sideshows Draw 
Attention in Campaign

TT/'ASHINGTON — (NEA) — Back - alley brawling between ex- 


President Harry S- Truman and GOP National Chairman 


Leonard Hali is a kind of political distraction to the Main Street 
bout between President Eisenhower and Gov. Adlai Stevenson. 


It's necessary to go back to the record to know all that's in- 


volved in the Truman-Hall exchanges of dirty digs. 


In response to a question on the subject. President Eisenhower 


told his -press conference, "I still believe that America believes 
I am honest, that I am not a rascal, that I am not a racketeer or 
anything like that." 


Since nobody—not even Mr. Truman—has called President Eisen- 


hower personally any of those things, the denial may have been 
a little more sweeping than necessary. 


THE WORST that Truman has said of the Eisenhower admin- 


istration thus tar was at the Democratic convention in Chicago. 
Truman's "Point Five" in his six-point indictment of the GOP 
at the convention's final session was this: 


"We're in a fight to save the finances of all the people from 


control of the money changers and mortgage sharks." 


Truman went on to explain how the big bankers behind the 


Eisenhower administration had raised national debt interest rates, 
affecting even homeowners and consumers. 


Then came this punch line: "And I want to say to you that 


they are in danger right now from this bunch of racketeers." 


Two -weeks later at Milwaukee in a press conference before his 


Labor Day speech, even Truman sucked this back a Jittle. There 
he said they were "legal racketeers." And he limited "the applica- 
tion to the so-called "give-away" of natural resources. 


"When Democratic presidential candidate Adlai "Stevenson was 


asked in Washington if he approved this, he replied: 


"I would say that I wouldn't have used that precise word my- 


self, but no one could feel more strongly than I do about the give- 
aways of our natural resources, by this administration to which— 
as I understand it—President Truman was referring; not to the 
personal honesty or integrity of President Eisenhower." 


THIS SITUATION has an almost exact parallel in the past— 


•with the two party roles reversed. It came with Democratic at- 
tempts to hang on Republican vice presidential candidate Richard 
M. Nixon the charge that he accused Truman, ex-Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and Stevenson ol being "traitors" and that 
Ihe Democratic party was "the party of treason-" 


Len Hall has been doing bis siarndest to beat down this charge. 
He has offered $1,000 to any charity for prooi that Nixon ever 


said those -things. 


What Nixon actually saia was: "Truman, Acheson and Steven- 


son are traitors to the high principles in which many Democrats 
believe. . . . Real Democrats are outraged fey the Truman-Acheson- 
Stevenson gang's toleration and defense of communism in high 
places."

But as we lead him to see that he's been deprived by his own fault 


instead of by some outward agency he can't control, his moral 
energies surge into life. His manner becomes vigorous and confident

of being pushed around by his fault — and resolve to take on the 
•work of self-correction.
